Yank Mutilated 
By Nazi Youths 


FRANKFURT, March 26—(AP)— 
Military police said today a gang 
of German youths had emasculated 
a 26-year-old American Army cor- 
poral and killed another United 
States soldier near the border of 
Russian-occupied Germany. 

The corporal, whose name was 
withheld, is recovering in an army 
hospital from loss of blood. Ameri- 
can investigators said no arrest 
has been made in either case. 

Military police said the corporal 
was waylaid in a dark, rubble. 
strewn alley in Kassel at 4:00 a.m. 
March 20. He said he had been 
drinking and was set upon by five 
or six German youths. 

HE WAS LEFT bleeding in the 
alley, but finally mustered enough 
strength to erawl to his hotel bil- 
let, from where he was taken to a 
hospital. The investigators said 
there was no evidence to support 
a theory that the attack was moti- 
vated by revenge, but the soldier 
was known to have been fraterniz- 
ing with a German girl. 

Details of the murder of the sol- 
lier at Eschwelge in the northern 
part of the American zone were 
withheld, but it was reported that 
an unknown person hit the Ameri- 
can on the head with a blunt in- 
strument.

US. Takes Action

—The United States government, 
acting to speed construction of 
homes for war veterans, today 
clamped drastic restrictions on 
building or repair of virtually all 
other structures.

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Alberta’s Pay Envelope 


Official figures disclose that Alberta 
leads all provinces in per capita weekly 
wages, The average industrial pay envelopes 
in this province contain $32.34. 

British Columbia’s average is $32.17, 
while Ontario's is $29.93—which is approxi- 
mately the national average as well. 

Among Canadian cities, Windsor, On- 
tario, shows the highest average with $34.17. 

All these figures are high above the wage 


scale in Great Britain where five million | 


workers in the principal industries, exclud- 
ing coal, railways and docks, are earning less 
than $20 per week. The entire average wage 
for males is $24 per week which is 80 per- 
cent above the pre-war scale. But since 1938, 
the cost of living in Britain has risen 52 
points, as against a similar rise of 19.1 
points in Canada. 

It should be noted that while Alberta's 
average industrial wage is $32.34 per week, 
a total of $1,681.68 per year, this is well be- 
low the figure of $2,150 per year which is 
shown to be the maximum earning of 80 per- 
cent of the Canadian people. 


What Is a Treaty? 


News that the Red army was withdraw- 
ing from Iran greeted the Security Council 
as it met in scheduled session at New York. 
If that eased the tension, it did not clear the 
agenda of its most delicate question, nor the 
Council from responsibility to clear up the 
situation. This question, to which Washing- 
ton and London long ago invited an answer, 
was why the Red forces stayed in the coun- 
try after the date they were by treaty re- 
quired to get out. 

Instead of supplying the answer, the re- 
ported evacuation raises the further quest- 
ion of why these forces started to withdraw 
just on the eve of the Council meeting, and 
apparently after intensified pressure had 
been exerted td induce the Iran government 
to grant whatever concessions Moscow was 
demanding, Were these concessions granted 
under duress? 

Iran having presented a formal protest 
against having to negotiate while the other 
party held the club of military force ready 
for use, there is now no way by which the 
Council can drop the matter without shaking 
world confidence in its own sincerity, impar- 
tiality and courage. It is to deal with such 
situations the Council exists; It can only hold 
the trust of small nations by investigating 
the causes and the outcome of treaty-break- 
ing, when and wherever that occurs. 


Iran is not one of the big powers. But the 
sanctity of treaties is vital to any hope of 


world peace being maintained through the | 


supervision of the Security Council. Its name 
would become a mockery if violations were 
allowed to pass without investigation.

‘Just How Long? 


Returning thanks to the City of London,

| made him a freeman, Field Marshal Viscount 

Alexander is reported as predicting that the 
| atomic bomb might prevent another major 
war for “a long time”. 

This may disappoint that school of 
thought which contends that anything so 
| thoroughly terrifying must end war for all 
| time, Yet almost every weapon which has 
made, its appearance within the memory of 
| contemporary generations has provoked the 
prophecy that there could never now be 
another war. 

But not only is it true, in the words of a 
well-known military axiom, that for every 
new implement of war an antidote will ap- 
pear, but also a still more frightsome imple- 
ment. Somehow man’s ingenuity for destruc- 
| tion seems to know no bounds. 

Yet that frightfulness does have the 
effect of prolonging periods between wars is 
demonstrated by the time between the first 
and second great wars as compared with 
the length of the pauses between their pre- 
decessors. Unfortunately the time was not 
long enough to cure people of thinking of 
war. 

In terms of public morals, however, 
virtue will have made little or no progress if 
the only reason for peace is fear of war. 
Ideally, if war is to be outlawed it must be 
because it is wasteful, foolish, and as im- 
moral in bulk as murder is by a single citizen, 
Therefore, civilization’s hope must be that 
Lord Alexander's “long time” will be long 
enough to cure us forever of the habit of 
“thinking” war.

Mongers Is Reminiscent of Hitler’s Disenfranchisement 


of Opponents as “Jews” and “Communists”

Having stated 
his opinion that the present fear 
of war was being brought about 
“by actions of certain political 
groups engaged in the propaganda 
of a new war,” Mr. Stalin added: 
“It is necessary for public opinion 
... to expose war mongers without 
loss of time and give them no op- 
portunity of abusing freedom of 
speech against the interests of 
peace.”

NOW, WHAT .DOES all this 
mean? Let us carefully examine 
|the technique. Everyone knows that 
whatever may come in the future, 
{there is no country or political 
group in the world today that wants 
la war. Who, then, are the war- 
mongers? They are, of course, the 
same as the Fascist beast: that is, 
someone whose political views hap- 
pen to differ from those of the 
Kremlin. 

This is a perfect example of 
modern propaganda technique. You 
first dub your political opponents 
Fascists or warmongers, and you 
then seek to deny them political 
rights.

Editor, Bulletin: Having recently 
noted some comment in your pages 
regarding the tax-free increase in 
salary which our federal members 
of parliament so willingly granted 
themselves, I would like to pre 
sent a few comments made by Hon, 
J. L. Isley, which might perhaps 
be interesting. 

Cc. N. Crutchfield, | secretarye 
treasurer of the Canadian Teache 
ers’ Federation, wrote to the mine 
ister urging him to give some cone 
|sideration to teachers who are 
forced to attend expensive summer 
school sessions in order to raise 
the standard of their certificates or 
to make their diplomas permanent. 
The plea made was that these 
teachers be permitted to receive a 
deduction for this on their income 


In replying to this request, the 
minister's remarks might be briefly 
and clearly summarized by one 
large emphatic “NO!” As far‘’as 
our teachers are concerned, that 
is what they amounted te. Mr. 
Ilsley’s remarks were: 

“While I appreciate the sincerity 
of your appeal in this regard, I 
find it rather difficult to hold out 
any encouragement that it would 
be possible to act on your sug- 
gestion. It is a basic principle of 
income tax that income in the form 
of salaries and wages is. not sub- 
ject to deduction for expenses, and 
if any general departure from this 
principle were to be made I am 
afraid that there would be no point 
at which a line could be drawn. 
Almost every taxpayer could make 
}@ reasonable case that there were 
certain expenditures which he ine 
curred because he was employed, 
and the further we move from strict 
adherence to the well-established 
principle, the more impossible it 
becomes to deny these claims.” 

I believe we can all agree with 
Mr. Isley that this phase of income 
tax presents many troubling prob- 
lems. No doubt one of the most 
vexing of these problems was how 
to explain away the member of 
parliament's tax-free exemption.

John 


Ask For Action 
On War Assets 


A resolution urging members of 
the Dominion government to each 
take a personal interest in the de- 
partments of the federal govern- 
ment which deals with the disposal 
of war assets, appeared on the 
order paper for the Alberta Legis- 
lature Tuesday ingthe name of A. 
Wray (SC-Banff Cochrane). 

THE RESOLUTION suggests that 
members should insits on a com- 
plete investigation into the alleged 
destruction of war assets, that such 
destruction should be ended and 
that red tape which hampers the 
disposal of usable war assets should 
be slashed. . 

It is also expected that the Legis- 
lature will deal with a resolution, 
which in its original form, requested 
that income tax concessions should 
be made to farmers, but which 
after two amendments now requests 
that a general tax reduction should 
be made. The final amendment 
was made by Harper Prowse (army) 
who objected to the political flavor 
in the first amendment, and who 
suggested? that since income tax 
is used to contro! purchasing power, 
tbe resolution should only request 
that all taxes be reduced. 

ALL 13 PRIVATE BILLS are 
listed on the order paper for third 
reading. The last bill to be given 
first reading, that dealing with 
ratification of an agreement where- 
by the government takes over con- 
trol of a southern irrigation district, 
is listed for second reading.

bell, city comptroller, 

| RESERVES NOW in the hands 
{of sinking fund trustees amount 
|to $4,058,193.55. This includes not 
|merely the renewals and extension 
reserves of the utilities, amounting 
to $2,749,654, but also $207,476.62 
guarantee deposit réserves, and 
$1,056,062.93 of general reserves, the 
report states. 

Expenditures on permanent im-| 
provements totalling $875,733.16 
| were paid for out of revenue. These 
|include $69,684.34, the city’s share) 
lof local improvements, $442,563.38 
local improvements pending capi- | 
talization, $197,034 for sundry im-| 
provements charged to current ac-| 
count, and $160,451.08 charged to} 
reserves. | 
| Revenue for 1945 exceeded ex-| 
penditures by $3,807.14, and this

have been set aside as a reserve 
|for public works for the purpose 
of meeting any contingencies which, 
in council’s opinion, may be thought 
to arise.
